The Waukesha Hygeia Mineral Water com- 
pany, which has its headquarters at No. 1800 
Wabash avenue, is in the hands of a receiver. 
This company is better known than any other 
minera) water company in the United States 
because it enjoyed a monopoly at the World's 
Fair. Besides it has an interesting history, 
which was fully told in Tuz Trisuneg at the 
time its water supply was traced to its 
source in a siough. ‘There was also some 
scandal on account of alleged corruption in 
securing the passage of un ordinance. It 
finds itself with a bonded indebtedness of 
considerably over a willion, principal and 
interest, and further obligations of $40,000. 
Charles C. Prest is the receiver.

—Theré is no likelihood of any trouble with 
Italy growing out of the action of Baron Fava 
in communicating direct with the Governor 
of Colorado regarding the Denver lynchings 
after a visit paid to Secretary Gresham today 
by the Italian Ambassador. At the meeting 
the assurance was given that Baron Fava 
had acted in the manner he did solely 
because he believed Secretary Gresham 
was too ill to attend to business and 
the President of the United States was out of 
the city. No disrespect was intended towards 
the United States Government, but the Italian 
representative deemed the case one of emer- 
gency where it would not do tostand and 
quibble about precedents. When this expla- 
nation was made to Secretary Greshain he 
accepted the apology in the spirit with which 
it was tendered, and the incident may be re- 
garded as at an end so far as the Department 
of State is concerned, Nothing was said 
about giving Baron Fava his passports back 
to Italy for the course he had pursued and 
sucha proeedure was not even hinted at 
duriog the interview.

The total 
indebtedness claimed by the trustees, Samuel 
M. Jarvis of New York and John F. Downmg 
of Kansas City, Mo., is $1/304,435. 

The company was organized in the summer 
of 1891, and a concession was secured from 
the directory of the World’s Fair for the ex- 
clusive sale of the water in the Fair ground. 
To supply the various stands at the Fair and 
to cheapen the water to Chicago consumers 
arrangements were made to pipe the water 
from Waukesha, a distance of over 100 miles. 
To lay the pipes and provide adequate pump- 
ing facilities the $1,100,000 of bonds were 
issued at thirty years, Dearmg interest at 6 
per cent. 

Cou'tdn’t Pay Expenses, ~ 

The company since the Fair has been en- 
gaged in supplying the water to Chicago con- 
sumers, but the earnings have not been suffi- 
cient to pay the expenses of operation, and 
the pipe line has been but little used. The 
pipe line cost nearly $500,000. The com- 
pany owns the Hygeia and the Glenn Springs 
at Waukasha, where it has erected a large 
bottling works, a pumping station, and two 
costly pavilions. Thé* personal property in 
Chicago consists of wagons and horses mainly, 
with the plant for the storage and use of the 
water, valued at $50,000, Receiver Prest 
says the indebtedness of the.company outside 
of the mortgage will not reach $40,000. 

The answer to the bill made by its attor- 
ney, William Frederickson, admits the in- 
debted ness and agrees to the receivership. It 
was intended to make the application tc 
Judge Grosscup, but learning that he was out 
of town the attorneys, H. S. McCune, Judge 
Beardsly of Kansas City, and Frank O. Law- 
den of Chicago, took the noon train to Mil- 
waukee and presented the application ‘to 
Judge Jenkins, returning to Chicago at 7 
o’e!ock last night. 

The receiver, Prest, will take possession 
Monday and the business will be conducted 
without any change until further order by the 
court.

Parry is a dapper 
little man, with a pointed beard, and dresses 
like a modern Beau Brummell with a fat 
bank account. He has a fine wardrobe, in- 
cluding one dress suit, a business suit, and a 
Tuxedo, made for him by Al Powell & Co,, 
the Broadway tailors, ata cost of $170, and 
it is to collect this bill that Parry’s salary has 
been garnisheed. .

PEACE MAINTAINED BY SOLDIERS. 


St.te Military Keeps the Mob at New Or- 
leans in Check. 

New Oruzans, La., March 16.—[Special.]— 
The entire militia force of the city and the 
greater part of the police are on duty on the 
wharves and their presence maintains peace, 
The labor people remain obdurate and re- 
fuse to yield any feature of their de.

OHARGED WITH STUFFING ROLLS. 


Men Named an City Employes Are Difii- 
eult to Find, 

John McLaughlin, foreman of the water- 
pipe extension crew at South Chicago, Ken- 
sington, Pullman, and Roseland, stands 
charged before the Mayor and Commissioner 
of Public Works with stuffing the roils of his 
branch to the extent of from fifty to seventy- 
five men weekly. He was to have been ar- 
raigned before the Mayor and confronted 
with the evidence of detectives from the Cen- 
tral Station yesterday morning, but he failed 
to appear and the matter was laid over until 
Monday. At the City Hall last night it was 
said that he had been given plenty of time in 
which to leave town and had probably done so. 

The case against McLaughlin has been in 
the hands of. the detectives for ten days. 
Commissioner McCarthy was informed by 
friends at South Chicago that McLaughlin 
bad not as matty men at work as he said. The 
detectives weré given copies of the pay-roils 
as turned in and certified to by McLaughlin 
and his timekeeper. They were ordered to 
go to the addresses and learn everything pos- 
sible about them. The first report convinced 
Commissioner McCarthy he had grounds for 
his investigation. The list contained the 
names of thirty-seven men. Of this number 
the report showed that fifteen were really at 
work. The others could not befound. In 
many cases the detectives found open lots 
where homes were stipposed to be, and in 
others they found that the men whose names 
they had are dead. 

The second list contained the nares of 
eighty-five men. Of the number forty bona- 
fide employés of the city were found. Com- 
missioner McCarthy was ordered by the 
Mayor to send notice to Foreman McLaugh- 
lin to be at the Commissioner’s office at 11 
o’clock yesterday morning. Mayor Hopkins, 
the two Central Station detectives, Commis- 
sioner McCarthy, Deputy Commissioner 
Moody, and Supt. ner of the Street De- 
partment were in the office, but McLaughiin 
did not come, “The Mayor left word with the 
Commissioner to ask McLaughlin to come to 
the office at 11 o’clock Monday. 

On the roll of which McLaughlin has charge 
there are the names of himself and 116 men 
at $3.25 a day. The detectives report that 
sixty of the names are fictitious.

ord, and expect to see him Monday.

LIKELY TO INTERFERE WITH THE ST. 
PATRiOK’S DAY OBSERVANOSS. 


Nevertheless the Parade, the Limes of 
Which Will Be Formeg at the Hay- 
market, Promises to Be a No‘able One 
Lovers of the Shamrock Will Moner 
Their Patron SainteThe Bal! Last Night 
-Entertainments for the Social Benefit 
of Irish-Americans. 


In spite of all efforts todown it Dr. Cronin’s 
ghost is likely to interefere seriously with the 
St. Patrick’s day parade today. The friends 
of the murdered man will have nothing to do 
with the demonstration, though some of them 
who belong to the Seventh Regimest, to the 
Catholic Order of Foresters, or to the Ancient 
Urder of Hibernians will turn out as members 
of those bodies, The trouble is all due to the 
statement that Alexander Sullivan is to have 
the management of the parade. His name 
does not appearin the list of marshals or 
aides, but it is said thatin spite of the omis- 
sion in printed lists he will be the real head 
and front of the whole thing and 
will ride in an open carriage 
at the head of the line of march. It is also 
said he endeavored to induce Archbishop 
Feehan to ride in the same carriage, but that 
his invitation was refused. So far no public 
announcement has been made of the part Mr. 
Sullivan is to take in the parade, but his in- 
tention was learned and quietly told in Irish 
circles. Then the feeling of indignation was 
aroused which promises to interfere with the 
parade. 

‘* As I understand it,”’ said one man who 
has always stood firmly with the friends of 
Dr. Cronin, *‘Alexander Sullivan will not 
appear in the procession until the last mo- 
ment. Then he will be driven to the head of 
the line in an § open carriage, and 
from that time on will appear as 
though the entire affair was gotten up in his 
honor. The entire arrangements for the 
parade have been taken in charge by Sulli- 
van’s friends and they have had the naming 
and selection of the marsha!s and aides,”’ 

Otner Irishmen are even more aroused over 
the matter’ A member of the Seventh Regi- 
ment said: 

**T have promised to join in the parade as 
an Irishman anda member of the Seventh 
Regimeat and on the understanding that the 
affair should be entirely free from factional 
domination. If Alexander Sullivan is to be 
in a carriage at the head of the procession I 
shall certaiply drop out of the column, and so 
will a good many others.”

NEVER BEEN IN A BARBER SHOP. 


Hoosier Giant Whe Bac«cn't Had UWis Hair 
(ut in Over Twenty Years. 

GreenspunG, Ind., March 9.—[Spec‘al Cor- 
respondence, |—Hank Doggett lives about six 
miles northwest of here on the banks of 
Clifty Creek and ina little log- hut which is 
surrounded by a dense growth of timber. He 
is a very peculiar sortof aman and has al- 
ways been considered by everybody in that 
neighborhood as a great curiosity, He is ex. 
ceedingly tall, six feet five inches, and when 
walking about the children in the neighbor. 
hood keep clear of him as they consider him 
“ something awful.” His etraight coal-biack 
hair 1s very long, hanging over his shoulders 
and reaching haifway down hia back. It has 
not been cut for over twenty years and he has 
not shaved for thirty years, He informed 
Tue Tripune correspondent that he had 
never been in a barber-shop in hislife, He ig 
about 60 years old and is as stout and healthy 
as any man of yuunger age. 

Mr. Doggett was nover married and has 
been living the secluded life of a hermit in this 
lonely and dismal place for thirty years or 
more. His love story is a sad and interesting 
one. When a young mn he won the heart ot 
pretty Maggie Sokneon and they were engaged 
to be married, While they were on their way 
to the preacher’s the botges became fright. 
ened, ran off, and upset the buggy, throwing 
Maggie out headlong, her head striking a 
rock and killing her instantly. Since that 
day he has been a quiet man and secluded 
from the world, 

He owns a patch of ground in which there 
are probably twenty acres, which he culti- 
vates himself notwithstanding his old: age. 
His only help in farming is a yoke of oxen, 
and hie implements ere almost of antedilu- 
vian make. In the working season he goes to 
work regularly at sunrise and comes in as 
regularly at sunset, | neither the oxen 
nor himself a noon meal. Although he is not 
married he does not do his own cooking. 
Some fifteen years ago a woinan by the name 
of Martha Scudder was brought to his home 
to cook and ‘‘ keep house” for him for her 
bourd and clothes. Furniture in the house is 
very scant. A home-made table, a single 
hoine-made bedstead, and two shuck-bottom 
chairs comprise the list. 

Doggett has a great love for animals, He 
is the owner of about seventy hounds, with 
which he takes great delight in hunting dur- 
ing his idle hours. He also has two goats, a 
male and female, whieh are great curiosities 
within themselves, The male, which is usu- 
ally the larger, is but a dwarf, being only 
tourteen inches high, and he has surely got 
hie growth, for Doggett says they are both 
the same age, being 20 years old or over, The 
female is unusually large, being forty-two 
inches high and weighing over two hundred 
pounds. He keeps them not only for the 
sake of mere pets, for they are a source of 
much wealth to the owner. He owns no cow, 
and does not care to, he says, for the female 
goat furnishes enough milk for their use, 

Doggett is very fond of rats, and the place 
is iecnils covered with them. One can 
hardly walk through the house or barn with- 
out trampling on one, for they are so numer- 
ous and so very tame. Although he has some 
thirty or forty cats, neither they nor the dogs 
are allowed to touch the rats, only in play. 
But Doggett despises mice, and as soon asa 
mouse makes an appearance he is immedi- 
ately set upon by a dog or cat or one of the 
numerous rats. 

Doggett takes no papers and never even 
read a paper in his life, although he can read 
and write fairly well. He has no printed 
matter of any kind about the house, not even 
almanacs, e doesn’t keep the run of the 
days of the.week nor of the month, for he 
doesn’t care to, as he works the same Sundays 
as week days. He goes to town only on elec. 
tion days, and wouldn’t ge then were he not 
notified by his party. But despite all this he 
keeps well posted on the political issues and 
can taik @ntertainingly on the question for 
hours. He is well versed in scripture and his 
qualifications on law are by no means lim- 
ited. He will discuss these subjects with his 
visitors and delights in talking of his many 
different kinds of pets. 


HENRY 0. THOM PASSES AWAY. 


Paralysis Proves Fatal After Two Months 


of Severe Suffering. 

Mapison, Wis., March 16,—[Special.]— 
Henry C. Thom, Chairman of the Republican 
State Central committee, died tonight at 
9:45 p.m. He had been dangerously ill 
since the middie of January, being striken 
with paralysis shortly after the inauguration 
of the Republican State officers, who owed to 
his earnest work during the campaigo much 
of their magnificent victory. cause of 
death was paralysis brought on by blood 
poisoning, which followed serious kidney de- 
rangement. 

[Henry C. Thom was born March 5. 1856, in 
Clinton, Rock County, Wis. His parents were 
Alexander Thom and Mary White, the latter a 
descendant of the Stewart clan, and both full- 
blooded Scotch. Alexander Thom was a wagon- 
maker, and Hénry was educated at Clinton and 
completed the best course of learning obtain- 
ablein that town, and then went to Oshkosh, 
where he attended the State Normal School. At 
the end of his course in the Normal Scheol, about 
1879, he became principal of the French or fourth 
Ward echool of Oshkosh. Later he went to the 
Towa of Turtle, near Beloit, where he was ea- 
gaged in the stock-raising business untii, early 
in the eighties, he was elected and served as 
County Superintendent of Education in Rock 
County. bet bis time and attention were soon en- 
tirely demanded in delivering lectures before 
and in conducting Farmers’ Institutes under W. 
H. Morrison, He attracted the attention of Gov. 

oa and, when the o of Dairy and 
Food Commissioner was created Mr. Thom 
was at once selected to take the place, 
June 1, 1889. When the Democrats came into 
power in 1891 Mr. Thom became Manager of the 
the Four Lakes Light and Power woe oy of 
Madison, and held this position when he died. 
At the last convention of the State Electrical As- 
sociation he was chosen President. He was

Father Sedlachek Withdraws ané@ the 
Church Is Again Closed, So te Remain 
Until Mer, Satolli Settles the Troubles 
There=Papal Ablegate Sends a Tele- 
atam Which Is Received with Derision 
by Some of the Parishioners=Meeting 
Is Held and Feehan Is Scored, 


St. Hedwig's Parish isin a state of armed 
truce. Father Sedlachek has withdrawn and 
the church is again closed, so to remain until 
Mgr. Satolli eettles the matter, But 
Mgr. Satolli has telegraphed a repo 
tition of his previous decision that every- 
thing shail be left to the Archbishop 
and the Archbishop has refused to see any 
com mittee or do anything in the matter. 
Meanwhile many fear that Vincent Barziuski 
is still secretly working to force a priest of 
the Resurrectionist order upon the congrega- 
tion, in which case the men swear they will 
90 to the church with arms in their hands and 
in spite of all the police that may be brought 
there will force matters to a final issue. 

Yeeterday morning Father Sediachek was to 
eee the Archbishop and return in the after- 
noon or evening and tell the result of his eon- 
ference, He advised that a committee from 
the church should also go and see the Arch. 
bishop. Peter Bloch, Tevfil Petta, and two 
others went to the archiepiscopal palace, but 
were informed that the Archbishop would not 
receive any committee whatever from that 
parish, 

The com mittee insisted for a time, say it 
had kept the Archbishop fully informe by 
telegrams March 14 ot the forcible entry into 
the church of which he held the keys, and re- 
iterated its determination to accept none But 
a secular priest. The Arehbishop was inflexi-. 
ble, nevertheless, and the committee left, 
much puzzled what to do, It was indidated 
by the representatives of the Archbishop that 
Mgr. Satolli would have to settle the matter, 
Late in the afternoon a messenger called at 
No, 1000 North Hoyne avenue and dejivered 
to the committee the following telegram:

To Wait for Satolli, 


Not long after the receipt of this message 
caméa brief note from Father Sedlachek. 
He wrote that he had been ordered by the 
Archbishop by telephone to withdraw from 
the church, that the forcible entry into it laat 
Thursday was unauthorized and wrong, and 
that the church must be closed and ieft in the 
charge of watchmen until Mgr. Satolli should 
conte and settle the matter. With these three 
results, which decided nothing, the commit 
tee calied a meeting to lay the matter before 
the parigh. 

Last night Dziewor’s Hall was packed 
again. Twelve hundred men, anxious 
worried, ctowded in to hear the committee’s 
report. It wae then fully emphasized that the 
fight was not against the personality. of the 
priest, but against his order. Father Sedia- 
chek had told the committee if they 
would accept him he would gladly 
permit a aeses committee to handle 
the funds, but told him they could not admit 
a Reeurrectionist. Then he told the commit- 
tee he would try to get permission from 
Rome to leave the order and become a secu- 
lat priest. This pleased the people,’ and 
speaker after speaker eulogized the priest, 
and all agreed that if he were a secular priest 
they wouid like to have him. The speakers 
counseled peace. They said the trouble 
was all over untii Mgr. Satolli 
should come. Someone suggésted that he 
might not come and the Barzinskis might 
meanwhile intrigue to have some other priest 
take the church, and asked what should then 
be done. Then the temper of the people 
showed itself, 

‘* Should any priest other than a secular 
priest be sent to us, if Barzinski again violates 
our church in such a way, then we will once 
more go to the church, but this time with 
arms in our hands, and though all the police 
of the city were there we wili drag him out.” 

Still the counsels of peace were urged 
much stress laid on Father Sedlachek’s mes- 
sage and assurance that the church would re- 
main closed, The committee then withdrew, 
while incidents of the affair of Friday morn- 
ing were discussed. They decided to lay be- 
fore the meeting their further plans, which 
wére developed be several speakers advocat- 
ing the reopening of the parish school under 
the supervision of the Board of Education. 

John Sk:j.’s Speech. 

John Skaja proposed that a committee of 
twenty-four be appointed to goto the City 
Council meeting Monday and ask that body 
to instruct the Board of Education to furnish 
teachers for the school. He said: 

Our schoo! is closed and our children must be 
educated. Wecannot send them to the public 
schools because they aré already overctowded., 
Now we will ask the Archbishop to open the school 
and if he refuses to let us take possession of it 
we will at once commence action against him in 
the courts. We must send our children to school, 
The parish school belongs to us and _Arch- 
bishop cannot close it against you if you will all 
stand togetber and act as one man. 

He was followed by severai others, who 
spoke in the same strain. 

At this stage of the proceaang Se telegram 
from Mgr. Satolli was read. The ablegate’s 
message was received with evident displeasure. 
Some of the audience laughed audibly in dis 
respect and others scowled. 

Feehan I« Scored. 

Teofil Petta then rose and scored Archbieh- 
op Feehan. He said: 

Mer. Satolli tells us to abide by the Areh- 
bishop's decision and to act like good Christians. 
Now the Archbishop does not cere any 
about us. He does not care whether 
are good Christians or not. We have 
sent him two telegrams, but he has 
ignored us. He did not reply to either of them, 

e does not want to know what we demand. 
say to you, my fellow-parishioners, ifwe 5s 
together we can get a secular priest. The Arch- 
bishop may know fow as well as any other time 
that we will have no restirrectionist in that 
pulpit.

Apology to Brazil. 

In 1866 the United States sent a man of 
war to Brazil for the express purpose of offer- 
ing an apology by firing a salute to the Bra- 
zilian flag. The United States had seized the 
Confederate ship Florida at Bahia, Brazil, 
thus violating the neutrality laws. Mr. Sew- 
ard, then Secretary of State, announced a 
purpose to make full apology, including the 
dismissal of the United States Consul at 
Bahia, when advised of the attack, the court- 
martial of the United States Naval Com- 
mander who committed the offense, and a 
salute to the Brazilian flag. The last feature 
of the apology was executed with much cere- 
mony on the spot where Brazilian neutrality 
had been invaded. 

In the Virginius case the United States de- 
manded a salute of our flag asa part of the 
apology from Spain, but the salute was after- 
ward waived on its appearing that the papers 
of the Virginius were based on a false affi- 
davit, 

The official salutes of the United States, to 
foreigners is made up of as many shots as 
there are States in the Union.

Should Spain salute our 
flag it would probably be by firing twenty-one 
guns. 

Secretary Gresham was at the State De- 
partment today for a short time, but Mr.

‘*Of the other two passengers I know noth- 
ing except that they were in the steerage, but 
the purser ean probably furnish you their 
names. Ido know that neither of them was 
a Cuban.”’ 

Tale of the Purser. 

The purser of the Allianca is Mr. Churchill.

GERMAN-AMERIOAN EXTRADITION 
3 I8 BBING DISCUSSED.

Present Arrangements Are Not Satisfactory 
to Either Country and New Plans Are 
Absvlutely Necessary to Carrying on 
the Interchange of Criminals-—America 
Is More Interested in the Change—How 
the German Emperor Presides Over the 
Council—General Berlin Gossip.

Beruixn, March 16.—The revision of the 
German-American extradition treaty is now 
under way. The terms of the existing treaty 
in some respects are not satisfactory to either 
government, -It is the question of costs in- 
volved in extradition proceedings which is the 
main objection on the American side, since 
the great majority of thé extradition proceed- 
ings occur in America, in the proportion of 
100 to 1, so that the American Government, 
with each side defraying the expenses of the 
proceedings within its respective sphere, bears 
more than its proper share, Consequently in 
1891 the American Government made ad- 
vances to Germany with the viewof modifying 
the treaty provisions in this and in other 
respects, including the right of each govern- 
ment to try extradited persons solely on the 
specific charges under which their extradition 
was demanded. Germany, however, was not 
satistied with the proposed changes, and the 
negotiations, after a time, were dropped. A 
recent extradition case at Hamburg, the per- 
son involved being a clever adventureressa who 
passed herself off in Berlin and elsewhere as 
the Archduchess Theresa d’Este, and victim- 
ized several persons to the amount of 200,- 
000 marks ($40,000), is the direct cause of 
reopening the negotiations for a revision of 
the treaty. This time Germany came [for- 
ward with-certain proposals, and these were 
sent afew days ago through the American 
Embassy here to Washington. 

Wil'iam Has Dignity. 

Emperor William presides daily at the ses- 
sions of the State Council, which lasts from 
10 o’clock in the mornimg until 1 o’clock in 
the afternoon and from 3 o’clock in tne after- 
noon until 7 o'clock in the evening. His Maj- 
esty has proved himself an excellent Chair- 
man, ruling debate witha firm hand and at 
the same time allowing full discussion. 

Grain Proposals. 

The grain monopoly provosale of Kanitz 
have been virtually shelved by the State Coun- 
cil, and the agrarians in reply have intro- 
duced Von Kanitz’s bill, signed by 103 mem- 
bers into the Reichstag. This number, it should 
be ad#ed, represeats the strength of the mem- 
bers of the Reichstag who are in favor of the 
bill, go that there is no possible chance of 
its Adoption. Consequentiy American grain 
will mot be excluded from Germany for the 


present.

Councilor.’ You see I do rot indulge in 
illusions respecting the value of that body.” 

Young Bi«marck’s Appointment. 

The appointment of Count William Bis- 
marck, second son of the ex-Chancellor, as 
Civil Governor of East Prussia, in succession 
to Von Stolberg- Wernigerode, came as a sur- 
prise tu the political world. Count William 
is well acquainted with Koenigsberg, the seat 
of the government of East Pr ussia, as he was 
preparcd there for the service of the State 
by the Chief of the Colonial De- 
partment. As ai student Count Will- 
iam had much the same merry . time 
as his father and was. nearly killed 
in aduelat Bonn. When the great Chancel- 
lor fell into disgrace Count William had the 
tact to keep in the background, with the re- 
sult that he continued in the service of the 
State, while his brother, Count Herbert, was 
obliged to leave office. Count William’s pres- 
ent appointment is regarded.as the first of a 
series of imperial honors to his father. 

Want More Pensions. 

The invalid and crippled soldiers of the 
Franco-German war for years have been try- 
ing to get the Reichstag to increase the 
amount of their pensions, Representatives 
of the Veterans’ Association, ‘which numbers 
13,000, will meet during the coming week, 
adopt resolutions, and send a deputation to 
the Emperor to acquaint him with the miser- 
able condition of many disabled veterans. 
The o!d soldiers will also send 4 deputation to 
the Bun<esrath and to the Reichstag with in- 
structions to request additional legislation 
looking to an increase of the pension fund. 

It is said the Emperor, upon the oceasion

THRILLING ESCAPE FROM THE MAHDI, 


Slatin Bey, After Eleven Yeors of Captivity, 
Reaches Aassoun, Egypt. 

Assoun, Egypt. March 16.—Slatin Bey has 
arrived here, having escaped from the Mahdi’s 
camp, Omdurman Khartoum, after eleven 
years’ captivity. Father Ohrwalder and the 
Sisters of Charity, long prisoners at Om- 
durman, escaped from there Nov, 29, 1891, 
and arrived at Bbon Dec. 1, 1891. 

Carro, March 16.—The following are the 
particulars of the escape of Slatin Bey from 
the Mahdi’s camp, Omdurman Khartoum, 
where he nas been a prisoner for eleven years 
past: 

Siatin escaped with the assistance of a Sou- 
danese merchant named Eyail, who arrived 
here from Qmdurman some months ago, 
bearing a letter from Slatin Bey in which the 
latter asked if some arrangement could be 
made with Eyail so as to enable him to 
escape. Eyail was placed in communication 
with the Austrian Consul here, Baron Heidler 
von Egeregg-Syrgenstein, who made a con- 
tract with thé merchant, the latter agreeing 
totry and effect the escape of Siatin Bey. 
When the arrangements were completed 
Eyail returned to Omdurman and 
laid his plans to get Slatin 
away. But the first attempt failed, Eyail, 
however, persisted and eventually succeeded 
im getting Slatin Bey out of Omdurman, The 
Soudanese merchant closely foliowed - the 
plans of Abdallah, the native who was suc- 
cessful in bringing about the escape of Father 
Rosignoli from the camp of the Mahdi, They 
obtained possession of camels and wien the 
proper time arrived they rode out of the camp 
at night and nade at full speed for Berber, 
following the Nile as closely as possible at 
night and hidingin the hills back from the 
river in the daytime. 


AMERICAN SHOEMAKERS ARE TO BLAME, 


They Do Better Work with Machines and 
Now the Big Strike Is On, 


Lowpoxr, March 16.—The great lockout of 
bootmakers, affecting 200,000 operatives, 
commenced today. Owing to a complicated 
dispute concerning the use of improved ma- 
chinery and other matters the members of the 
National Federation of Bootmakers March 8 
notified the operatives to stop work today. 
The emp!oyers, however, refused to arbitrate 
the questions in dispute, asserting that the 
operatives did not accept previous decisions 
of the arbitrators. One of the results of thie 
notice was that the following day the Shoe 
Operatives’ Union called outail the operatives 
who were not obliged to givea week’s notice 
and 10,000 operatives ieft work that 
day. The lockout, it is expected, will event- 
ually affect 400,000 operatives. It has been 
stated hete that it is a question not of fair 
dealing between capital and labor but of 
whether Engiish boot‘andsfiée making can 
be carried on in the face of American com- 
petition. In this connection it has been 
stated by tho employers that even if the 
American operatives get twice the wages paid 
in England they can turn out cheaper shoes 
owing to their more intelligent use of ma- 
chinery. The men locked out today in En. 
giand are said to have a fund of $300,000 
with which to see them through the first 
month of the lockout. But it is estimated 
the trouble will cost the Leicester district 
alone at least $1,000,000 in wages. 


No Mo -e Foreign Silver. 

Carz Town, March 16.—The government of 
the Transvaal Republic bas informed the banks 
that it has decided to strictly prohibit any 
further importation of foreign silver coin.

progressing favorably. Exact information as 
to the various movements cannot readily be 
obtained owing to government cénsorship over

Each ieader fights on 
his own account, thus distracting the Spanish 
forces and leaving them in perpetual doubt 
as to where and when the next blow 
will be struck. Atevery point occupied the 
insurgents’ first act is to destroy the tele- 
graph so the government shall be left in the 
dark as to their movements, It is supposed 
at Havana and Santiago that Dr. Urillo, the 
President of the autonomy party, and Ur.- 
bana Sanchez have fled before the Spaniards.

He came yesterday, via Mon- 
ego Bay. Sanchez has gone to San Do- 
mingo, The arrival of Grillo is but the car- 
rytng out of one of the principal plans of the 
insurgents.

The Cubans here are active; yet no overt 
act that could bring them under the direct 
notice of the British authorities has been or is 
likely to be committed, In fact, to all ap- 
pearances, these visitors know nothing about 
any revolution, and do nothing but behave 
themselves with great circumspection, 

Military Is Mystified. 


Besides mystifying the military authorities 
by dark movements; the insurgent forces 
have struck several blows, heavily and with 
rapidity, each, it is declared, having ac- 
complished its object. They were all to 
secure strategic points. Many points of 
vantage are now oceupied inland and good 
secret coast positions are held, through which 
supplies are drawn, despite Spanish watch- 
fulness, 

At Santiago the insurgents hold a strongly 
intrenchéed position not far from the city 
under the command of Gens. Moncada, Quin- 
tin, Bundera, and Victorian Garzon. They 
are 400 strong and well equipped with tour 
months’ supplies. Several. attempts to dis- 
lodge them have proved futile and costly to 
the Spaniards. Moncada is, or rather was, 
awaiting instructions and reinforcements to 
enable him to capture Santiago. 

At Baire 500 armed men made a demon- 
stration. There were also a few fights in 
Jaguery Grande, in Matanzas. There wete 
7.000 troops ordered to Santiago March 1 
and there was a fight at Ybarrg with a band 
of insurgents, who were driven the mount- 
ains,. Twenty rifles and 25,000 cartridges 
were captured. 

A lively fight with insurgents at Mocha wns 
reported March 2, and thirty-four were capt- 
ured. At Vequita 300 rebeis met the Span- 
ish solaiers. There were eleven killed and 
many prisoners taken. The sameday a de-

Three Bandsa Routed. 


The defeat of the Jaguery Grande band 
took place March 4, according to the goverh- 
ment. That was at Matanzas. E:ghty were 
routed, while at Muruga, in the lower end of 
the isiand, three different bands were dis- 
possessed and the leaders either killed or 
made prisoners. Many of the band surren- 
dered. 

Few reports of trouble in Santa Clara had 
been made, but March 5 martial law was de- 
clared there. That day the insurgents were 
ambushed at Los Cunas, near Sautiago, and 
there was fierce fighting for an hour, after 
which the rebels ran away. Another band 
fought and ran at Monte Cristo. March 14 
fifty rebels were killed and wounded near 
Guandtanamo. 

It will be seen that even the government 
reports show a deal of active fighting, while 
there is not a single report of insurgents gain- 
ing any advantage. 

An American connected with the revolu- 
tionary movement said this morning: ‘*‘ We 
have got the Spaniards so hoodooed they not 
only don’t know where we are, but do not 
know where they are themselves.” 

A man-of-war had captured two boats from 
Key West manned by Americans, which were 
making off from the coast, The boats were 
empty, having obviously carried out their 
mission. The Americans were made prison- 
ers on suspicion, but at the latest accounts 
had refused to say where they had come from.

The details as to the price 
China shall pay have not been definitely ar- 
ranged, neither of exact cession of territory 
nor the amount of the indemnity or kind of 
money in which it shall be paid. Japan has 
reached certain conclusions, especially re- 
specting the cession of territory, but no con- 
clusion has been reached with China. 

Minister Denby thas cabled the State De. 
partment confirming the press reporte of the 
departure of Li Hung Chang from Shanghai 
for Japan. He says the Viceroy sailed in 
royal state with a suiteof 130 persons em- 
barked on two ships. 

‘St. Perersspurc, March 16.—The Chinese 
Envoy has solicited the intervention of Rus- 
sia for the protection of the integrity of 
China’s continental territories in the event of 
Japan insisting upon concessions on the Chi- 
nese main land. The Chinese Envoy has 
gone to Berlin ia order to make the same re- 
quest of Germany, and similar instructions 
have been sent to the Chinese Envoys at Lon- 
don and Paris. It is added that no request 
for assistance has been made to the United 
States, Italy, or Austria. 


TERRIBLE MINE DISASTER IN SILESIA, 


Explosion of Fire Damp Causes the Death 
of Fifty Men, 

Trorpau, Austrian Silesia, March 16.—An 
explosion of fire damp took place today in 
the Hohengge mine belonging to the estate 
of the Archduke Albrecht of Austria. At the 
time of the explosion there were 280 miners 
below. Of this number eighty have been res- 
cued slightly injured. Later in the day eighty 
more of the miners were rescued, but the re- 
maining 120 are imprisoned in the galleries, 
which are blocked with débris. The bodies 
of several of theimprisoned miners have al- 
ready been extricatéd from the ruins. During

AMONG AROHITEOTS AND BUILDERS. 


Buildings Pianned or Under Way in and 
Around Chicago. 

W. P. Ketcham of the Ketcham Lumber 
conipany has in prospect the building ofa 
four-story apartment house on the irregularly 
shaped lot Nos. 490 to 500 Belden avenue 
and lying west of Clark street. The building 
which it is. proposed to erect will havea 
frontage of 109 and depth of 175 feet witha 
central court. The plan is to have this court 
laid out in walks and fiower beds, to havea 
fountain, making the rooms facing the court 
as attractive asthe outside rooms. E. C. S. 
Holmboe has drawn the plans for the build- 
ing, which is to be constructed of pressed 
brick, granite, and terra-cotta, with bay 
windows and turrets of red tile. There will 
be marble and mosaic floors and the con- 
struction will be semi-fireproof in character. 
All the finishing will be of the latest style and 
it will be heated with steam and have electric 
lights. The cost of the improvements is 
$200,000. 

The sale of the property at the northeast 
corner of Rush and -Ontario Streets to L. 
Hamilton McCormick was recorded last week. 
It is the plan to put up on this property a new 
residence for which Cowles & Ohrenstein are 
the architects, It will be in the Italian renais- 
sance style of architecture and will be 43x85 
feet. The basement and first story will be 
constructed of stone with an entire stone bal- 
cony. Above the stone the walis are to be of 
Roman brick and terra cotta. Work upon 
the building will begin during the month. A 
two-story barn is also to be constructed in the 
rear of the lot. 

A permit has been issued toSimeon Strauss 
for the construction ot the Winamac apart- 
ment house which he is to build at No. 3916 
Ellis avenue. Thecost of this building will 
be $95,000. 

James Millikan of Decatur, Ill., is to build 
an office building in that town for which W. 
W. Boyington is the architect, und he is now 
givmg out the contracts for its building. It 
will be 80x105 feet, and will cost completed 
$125,000. 

L. G. Fisher, it is now claimed, has revised 
the plan for the erection of an office building 
on the Dearborn street holding running 
through to Plymouth place, near Van Buren. 
Mr. Fisher has a permit for an eigbteen-story 
building. issued to him previous to the passing 
ot the ordinance limitmg the height of build- 
ingsin Chicage. This permit is still alive, 
and Mr. Fisher is now figuring on building 
under its terms.

ver Likely te Make More Trouble. 


New Yorx, March 16.—([Special.}]—Events 
of much importance have happened this week 
bearmg on the values of securities, We have 
had advances in cereals and cotton is up con- 
siderably. To this extent there is a better 
speculative feeling in and about Wall street. 
Upon the cheerful side, however, there is not 
much else to consider, More than offsetting 
any advance in the price of wheat and cotton 
is the fact that our biggest railroads are final- 
ly compelled to confess they cannot in these 
times operate profitably. The St. Paul has 
cut ite dividend in two. The New York Cen- 
tral has clipped one-fourth off of its stock 
payment, What is worse, while paying 1 per 
cent for the quarter which closes its fiscal 
year, the New York Central is obliged to 
show that even this reduced dividend is not 
even one-half earned. It pays this cut- 
down dividend only by piling up a great 
big deficit. New York Central and St. Paul 
ate both largely held abroad. Foreign in- 
vestors have pinned their faith to them for 
many years past. This confession or inabili- 
ty to continue regular dividends is not what 
has been counted upon in Europe. We have 
reports that large blocks of both stocks have 
been shipped from the other side this week. 
Outside of the Pennsylvania company it 
would be impossivie to find other stocks 
which stand as high in the foreign investment 
estimation as do these two. The result of dis- 
trust in them will be sure, therefore, to tell 
effectively and discouragingly, and can have 
only the effect of provoking the foreigners 
into a disposition to sell about everything 
they have of ours, 


Indulge in Pessimistic Talk. 


Wall street banking houses with foreign 
connections aré full of biuve talk. They un- 
doubtedly reflect the opinions of their foreign 
corps. It is not of much consequence to dis- 
cuss the justice or injustice of opinions held 
abroad concerning us; from the stock mar- 
ket standpoint it is essential only to know 
that there are such opinions. Despite the re- 
duced dividends New York Central and St. 
Paul have held pretty well in market quota- 
tions.. In all this, though there has been dis- 
tinctly discernible a good deal! of eggressive 
manipulation, it is doubtful how long this 
sort of thing can continue. However other- 
wise flippant critics may put it, the one abso- 
lute and uncompromising fact in Wall street 
is that finally intrinsic vaiues teil, 

It is undeniable that the rank end file of 
the street just now are assiduously striving to 
take a hopeful! view of things. At this season 
of the year we aiways have a theory that a 
‘‘spring”’ rise is due. Uncle Daniel Drew 
once said that when the sap begins to run up 
a tree you can’t keep stock prices down, and 
Wall Street loves to. hail Uncle Dan asa 
prophet worthy of consideration in this one 
particular only. In the next three months 


we shall be harvesting’ and haulifig crops in | 


the southwest. Our winter has been in many 
respects a severe one, but it has been seasun- 
able. We have had no premature crop 
growths; nothing has been winter killed, and 
we approach the productive season in no way 
handicapped by such unseasonable weather as

In the next three months with crops ready 
to move in the Southwest—and the outlook 
excellent for a big crop there—we shall see a 
good deal of new life and increased tonage

Somé sort of legisla- 
tion to produce immediate revenues wou.d be 
essential, and however much the ad ministra- 
tion might regret having to get Congress on 
its hands again*there could hardy be escape 
from the dilemma. Izvestment interests 
could hardly look on this as anything else 
than a substantial cause for regret. We 
should have uncertainty and unrest again.

THE NORTH POLE VIA BALLOON, 


Chimerical as such an undertaking may 
seem, there is hardly a doubt entertained by 
the scientific men of Europe that the journey 
will bea success and have most important 
results, eae 

In a lecture before tne Royal Swedish Acad- 
emy Feb. 16 Mr. Andrée outlined the plan for 
his proposed journey. Chief Civil Engineer 
Andrée has a European reputation as a scien- 
tific aerial traveler. He is not an enthusias- 
tic theorist, but a practical, cool-headed man 
of science who has not only by experimental 
tests, but by long balloon journeys proved 
his practical knowledge of the aerial ship and 
the future use of the balloon as a means of 
communication. His latest journey in his 
balloon Svea last November from Goth- 
enborg on the west coast of Sweden 
to the Island of Gotland in the Baltic, a dis- 
tance of over 245 English miles, making the 


journey in five hours atan average speed of % 


over fifty miles per hour, received great at- 
tention from the scientific world of Europe. 

Mr. Andrée’s pian is to establish his head- 
quarters at the Norwegian islands on the 
northwest coast of Spitzbergen. Here a 
house or shed of sufficient size to cover a bal- 
loon of twenty-two meters in diameter when 
filled with gas will be erected, and from this 
point the balloon journey to the north 
pole will commence. The greatest ex- 
pert in the world on balloon construction 
and aerial voyages, M. L. Gabriel Yon 
of Paris, advised Mr. Andrée in a letter of 
Jan. 16, 1894, shortly before his death, that 
a bailoon such as Mr. Andrée intended to use 
of twenty-two meters in diameter, constructed 
of fwofold covers of silk, would float for thirty 
days, and expressed the opinion that such a 
journey would be entirely practicable. 

According to Henri Gifford, Poisenilles, and 
Graham, a balloon of eight meters diameter 
would, during one month’s time, lose six kilo- 

rams of its carrying power, and, consequent. 

y, a balloon of twenty-two meters’ diameter 
would only lose fifty kilograms during the 
same time, 

The gas used for balloons is now manu- 
factured and for sale and can be transported 
any distance in cylinders. Seventeen hun- 
dred to 1,800 cylinders would besufficient to 
fill a polar balloon, such as Mr, Andrée wiil 
use, and could without any difficulty be 
shipped to Spitzbergen. To fill sucha large 
balloon in the open air might be dangerous 
for the balloon and Mr. André will. use a 
portable shed large enough to cover the bal. 
loon when filled. These sheds have been used 
with great advantage at all the military bal- 
looa stations in Europe. the largest one now 
in use being at Aldershot. 

The balloon to be constructed will be of 
such carrying power as will support a large, 
strongly-built gondola, containing a dark 
room for photographic purposes, sleeping 
room for three persons, and provided with a 
system of sails for steering. The gondola 
will be hung to the balloon in sucha manner 
that if necessary when passing over the sea 
in case of disaster it van at once be detached 
from the balloon, The balloon will 
never be permitted to rise ‘igher 
from the earth than 250 meters, This is ac. 
complished by several drag-lines, and these 
are constructed of cocoa fiber, permitt 
them to float on the water. The balloon wil 
also be provided with a great number of 
heavy ballast lines, the object of these being in 
case the balloon {from some cause or other sud- 
denly sinks to a great depth. The ballast 
lines touch the ground and the balloon is re- 
lieved of a corresponding weight, and the 
pr stops before the gondola touches the 
ground. 


The Course. 


The journey as now planned will be in a di- 
rectline from Spitzbergen over the north 
le to Bermg’s Sound, a distance of 3,700 
ilometers, and would not at the highest cal- 
culations take more than six days, beinga 
fifth part of the time that the balioon can 
float without refilling. Geographical and 
physic-meteorological obzervations will be 
one of the important studies that will be in 
charge of a competent scientist. Photographs 
will be taken of the country as the balloon 
floats forward and these wiil be in double 
sets, one of them to be developed on ‘board 
the balioon in case the travelers meet with an 
accident and have to save themselves in the 
“npoyng when many things would of course 
ve to be abandoned.

QUESTION ABOUT ALLEGED LIBEL. 


Can a New York Editor Be Taken from His 

Home to Sin Francisco to Be Tried? 

Brooklyn Zagle: A Washington dispatch 
to the Hagle Wednesday comprised the 
first publication of the fact that the grand 
jury of the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia was considering the indictment of 
the editor of the New York Sun, Charles A. 
Dana, for criminal libel, and that the man 
who was the subject of the libel was Frank 
B. Noyes, Treasurer of the Evening Star newe- 
paper of Washington and one of the direc- 
tors of the Associated Press. Wednesday's 
dispatch to this paper is confirmed by the 
news of today, which says that not only has 
Mr. Dana been indicted but that William M. 
Laffan, the publisher of the Sun, has also 
been indicted onthe same ground. The addi- 
tional atatement is made that the object of 
these indictments is to secure the trial of tne 
defendants in the City of Washington, where 
Mr. Noyes lives, and not in the City of New 
York, where the defendants live and where 
their newepaper is published. 

Some years ago Editor Dana was presented 
for alieged libe: of Boss Shepard of Washing- 
ton on a complaint which originated in a po- 
lice court in that city—the Police Justice be- 
ing virtually a subject of Boss Shepard. Jus- 
tice Biatchford, then, we think, a United 
States Circuit Judge and afteward, as all 
know,a member of tne United States Su- 
preme Court, dismissed this whole business, 
although the ground which he took in doing 
so is, after the lapse of years, variously 
stated. Onestatement is that the Judge de- 
clared the constitutional rights of a citizen to 
trial by jury of the vicinage—that is, by a jury 
of the community in which he lives, or at least 
of the community where the alleged offense 
was committed—could not be overthrown 
by any proceeding initiating in a Justice’s 
court, which was neither a court of record nor 
of responsibility, nor yet one in which the of- 
fence itself could be tried. Another stute- 
ment is broader yet, and to the effect that the 
right of a citizen criminally indicted, to be 
tried by the jury where tne aileged offense 
actually occurred cannot be impaired at ail. 
Much depends upon which version of the ac- 
tion of Judge Biatchford is correct. A point 
has been raised that the Revised Statutes 
which treat the offense charged in this case 
do not apply to the courts of the District of 
Columbia. It is'said, however, that Con- 
gress some time ago by declaratory act spe- 
cifically made that portion of, those statutes 
apply to the courts of the Federal district, 

The Eagle has said that the offense alleged 
against Messrs. Dana and Laffan was co:n- 
mitted in New York City, where they live and 
where the Sun, in which the libel complained 
of appeared, is published. A strained con- 
tention in some quarters is that the offense 
was aisd committed in Washington City, be- 
cause the Sun corporation sends copies of its 
papers to Washington, there to besold. We 
are satisfied that every one of our readers 
will at once recognize New York as the piace 
where the offense which is charged was 
committed, and that they will regard the 
theory of any other place as unjust 
in fact, however tenable in law. hat con- 
tradicts fact should not be possible in law. 
The offense is a single one. As single as the 
offense really is and legally should be is the 
place of its commission. Otherwise there 
would be as many offenses as there are places 
in which the New York Sun is circuiated, 
whether through the postoffice or by news- 
dealers, That would enable thousands of of. 
fenses to be made out of one, or it would en- 
able one offense to be committed in thousands 
of places. The nonsense of this is evident. 
The danger of putting it into or deducing it 
from law is manifest. The atrocious possi- 
bilities of equipping governmental power 
with such a weapon against journalism could 
not be exaggerated. The number of offend- 
ers would be wade as many as 
the numbers of the offense or of 
the places where it was committed. Every 
newsdealer would be one of such offenders, 
Every man who loaned an issue of the paper 
objected to to another person would aiso be 
an offender. Every express company which 
carried one or more copies of the objection- 
able issue would be an offender as many times 
as the number of copies carried or the hum- 
ber of places to which they were carried. The 
Federal Government, through its Postoffice 
Department, could also be made such a mul- 
tiplied offender, and the paradox would be 
presented, orcould be,of the government 
courts trying a Federal indictment broad 
enough in ite intendment to make the govern- 
ment itself an offender under the matter 
charged. 

This is an extreme statement of the possi- 
bilities. It, however, logically follows from 
the assumption that an offense is committed 
somewhere eise than in the place of its actual 
oecurrence. case is not against Wash- 
ington newsdealers who sold the Sun. They 
may sell copies at their risk, but the mitigat- 
ing, or extenuating, or justifying circum- 
stances in their favor would not seriously put 
them in peril with juries.. The case inv >ivea 
an endeavor to make the place of the alleged 
occurrence of an offense different from the 
place of its actual ovcurrence, and to put the 
men charged with the offense on trial for 
it hundreds of mites away from the 
place of its actual occurrence, It is 
not a case such as that of Dr. 
Graves’ was, who transmitted from Provi- 
dence to a woman in Denver a poisoned 
liquid, which was received by her in Denver 
and which there caused her death. Her 
death was the offense. Denver was where it 
occurred. He was properly taken there and 
tried. The Sun is published in New York. 
Ite libels are committed there. There they 
should be inquired into. If a complainant 

inst a newspaper, for in acriminal libel 
the injured individoal is the real complain. 
ant, could drag the editors and publishers of 
such paper to trial to any piace he preferred 
he could destroy the advantages to which the 
defendants are entitled of triai by jury of the

MAKING OF BONDS AND 8TOOKS, 


A Delicate Work Hedged About by Many 
, Restrictions, — 

‘‘ Had the government determined to print 
by private contract the last issue of bonds, 
which the Bureau of Engraving is now turn- 
ingout, the jub would have cost Uncle Sam 
in the neighborhood of $25,000,” said a 
representative of alarge steel plate engraving 
concern yesterday. ‘There is at least one 
concern in the country whose facilities com- 
pare favorably with those of the govern. 
ment’s workshop. Perhaps one or two others 
might have undertaken the job, though they 
would have needed more time. Large as this 
sum may seem it has been exceeded by the 
amounts paid by private corporations for 
printing securities. It represents only a 
small. percentage of the money thus expended 
in years when times are easy.” 

‘A great deal of secrecy surrounds the 
steel plate engraving business,”’ he continued. 
‘*Many accounts have been printed of the 
system which rules in the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing, whereby the possibility of loss by theft 
is reduced to a minimum, The Bureau of 
Engraving is a public institution, and the 
public may be admitted to it under certain 
restrictions. The public never is admitted to 
the shops of an engraving company, but if a 
newspaper man got in and wrote an account 
of it the description would be atrikingly sim- 
ilar to those given of the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing. We enforce many of the rules that obtain 
in the latter. Every piece of paper used in 
printing securities is ehecked out of the vault, 
receipted for by-every person who handles it, 
and must be accounted for before the hands 
leave the building. Every plate and die is 
handled in pursuance of a rigid method which 
leaves no chance for its disappearance. We 
impose checks on the workmen and the work 
at dozens of stages, 

‘‘T couldn’t undertake to say how many 
millions of dollats’ worth of securities are 
printed yearly. The amount is greatest in 
those years when promoters prosper. In the 
boom years of corporation creation, 
from 1886 to 1889, the engraving 
companies were pushed with work. There 
were milions of dollars’ worth of bonds

These prices are too 
high for many corporations and they 
are satisfied with Kthograph work. 
Even lithographing is too expensive 
fot some. Many bonds are issued 
by municipalities and counties which are 
simply set up in an ordinary printing office 
and run off likea billhead on a job press. 
These bonie are often of a class that are 
quoted above par. Obviously there is a great 
chance for imitators. Young Mr. Quigiey in 
New York recently seized the opportunity. 
He went to the penitentiary, but he raised a 
great deal of money on bogus municipal 
bonds which he had caused to be printed. 
Another young man in the Far Northwest did 
likewise, He sold his imitation bonds in En- 
giand. It is surprising there are not more 
frauds of the description committed. 
Printed bonds are usually small 
issues, though I know of one issue 
of $100,000 by a city ina nearby State, 
wr ye A are got = whey pe a practice 
of printing is defen by people issuing 
the bonds, on the ground that the premium 
received for them is not sufficient to pay for 
the more expensive work. Confidence in the 
seller cuts a large figure in the handling of 
municipal securities, but it remains to be seen 
whether imitators of Quigley develop.” —Zza.

DEMOCRATIC CIVIL SERVICE REFORM 


METHODS. 


bad man who has been in the service of the 


city for eight years states that last Friday 
when he reported for duty he was met by one 
of his superior officers, who informed him 
that he had been assessed $3 for campaign 
purposes “ to help out the Democratic party.”’ 
The employé’s answer was that he could not 
spare the money, for he was in absolute need 
of it, The reply was: ** You have got to pay 
or go; such are the orders.”” The only answer 
to the question ‘‘ Who gave the order?” wam 
‘pay or go.”” He would not pay and he was 
discharged. 

The person who made this demand was not 
at the head of any department. Jt was by the 
order of his superior that he was assigned to 
duty as a collectionagent, And that superior 
would not have given such an order without 
some intimation from headquarters that there 
was nothing objectionable about making as- 
sessmentg for the benefit of the Democratic 
campaign. fund. If tbe present administra- 
tion were aswildly reformatory as it pro- 
fesses to be and if it had really made civil 
service reform its pole star no subordinate 
would dare to commit an act which is in vio- 
lation of civil service reform methods and 
which is forbidden most explicitly by the 
bill the House has passed and which is now 
before the Senate. : 

Hopkinsian reform evidently is a sorry 
humbug. But to what use was this sum of 
$3 to have been put if it had been collected 
by the present *‘reform” administration? 
It would have been used for {the election of 
the *‘ reform” candidate, Wenter, who says 
he will “disregard politics in the business af- 
fairs of the city if elected.” 

Thus does one reformer help another. The 
good partner of the firm gets on the platform 
and praises the merit system, while the bad 
partner assesses the city employés to get the 
funds for campaign expenses. How the 
partners must laugh when they come together 
and com pare notes. 

It has been intimated that there is a large 
fund on hand now which has been extorted 
from the city employés, and that each of them 
ig called on regularly when pay day comes 
around and invited to contribute to the fund. 
If Mr. Wenter is sincere in his professions 
and pledges he is opposed to this method of 
raising money. That bemg the case he will 
protest ag@inst the use of any money thus ob- 
tained for carrying on his campaign. He will 
ask that what has been paid be restored, and 
that no more be collected. He will announce 
that he abhors such methods even when re. 
sorted to for his own benefit. 

Here is an opportunity for Mr. Wenter to 
show that he is ready to practice what he 
preaches. Let him send a note to the Ex. 
ecutive committee forbidding the taxation of 
city employés, and let him follow that up 
by some thrilling speeches scoring the admin- 
istration which, while pretending to be for 
civil service reform, allows subordinates to 
be plucked. 

It is not surprising that the Democrats are 
anttous to make the campaign on national 
issues and not on local ones, For the great 
locai issue just now is civil service reform, 
and that is not their strong hold. They voted 
against it at Springfield and are working 
against it here, 


THE ELECTION CONTEST LAW, 

The following bill bas been buried in the 
House Committee on Elections for a month 
and a half: 

The Circuit Courts inthe respective counties, 
and in Cook County tae Superior Court also, may 
hear and determine contests af the election of 
Judges of the Connty Court, Mayors of cities,

THE DANA CRIMINAL LIBEL CASF. 

It has not been settled yet whether Mr. 
Charlies A. Dana must be taken from New 
York to Washington for the purpose of being 
tried by a jury in the District of Columbia 
for libeling criminally, as is charged, one of 
its citizens. It is to be hoped that the final 
determination of the case will bea denial of 
the asserted authority to take a man from his 
home and try him in some distant part of the 
country for an offense which if committed 
apywhere was committed in the State and 
county where he resides. 

The Sun is printed in the City of New York. 
If it libels any one there is the forum where 
the injured party should seek for redress. 
There are courts in New York as well as in 
the District of Columbia, It may be asserted 
that the complainant in this case could not 
get justice in them. The answer to that is 
that he has not tried. He made no effort to 
obtain just redress where the alleged crime 
was committed, but ina place where it can 
be held to have been committed only by as- 
suming that the owner of a paper has a resi- 
dence for purposes of indictment in every 
county of every State in which his papef 
circulates or to which it happens to make its 
way. 

If the Supreme Court, which may have to 
pass finally on Mr. Dana's case, should decide 
that an editor is indictable under Federal 
laws wherever his paper goes, then, as Judge 
Cooley says in his work on “Constitutional 
Limitations ”’— 

It would be a singular result of a revolution 
where one of the grievances complained of was 
the assertion of a right tosedd parties abroaa for 
trial if it should be found that an editor may be 
seized anywhere in the Union and transported by 
a Federal officer to every territory into which his 
paper may find its way, to be tried in each in suc- 


ssion for offenses which consisted in a single 
act not actually committed in any of them. 


If a resident of the District of Columbia 
ean have a San Francisco editor indicted for 
criminal libel and have him brought to Wash- 
ington for trial he can with equal justice se- 
cure indictments against the officials of the 
various express or railroad companies which 
coéperated in bringing that libel from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic coast. To be logical 
about it he ought to be able to get indict- 
ments against the postoffice authorities who 
forwarded the libelous matter to Washing- 
ton and distributed it there. The General 
Government should be arraigned as an of- 
fender. Since a Washington jury can know 
nothing personally about a libel printed in 
New York ur San Francisco it must be gov- 
erned entirely by the statements of the com- 
plainant, and will indict any person he asks 
it to, : 

If it is held finally that the powers of a Dis- 
trict of Columbia grand jury are so extensive 
that it can reach out all over the United 
States and lug men to Washington for trial, 
then there will have to bea modification of 
judicial maxims. The Constitution says that 
“in all criminal prosecutions the accused 
shall enjoy the right to a speedy and public 
trial by an impartial jury of the State and dis- 
trict wherein the crime shall have been com- 
mitted.”’ 

There is no question that Mr. Dana can be 
prosecuted in the City of New York. But it 
is said that the offense was committed tech- 
nically.in Washington also. It used to be 
held that a crime was a single act punishable 
in one place only. It is proposed now to 
make it punishable in two. Perhaps the next 
step would*be to make it punishable in half a 
dozen. The result will be to deprive the ac- 
cused of a trial by a jury of the vicinage—of 
his neighbors—and substitute for it a trial by 
a jury of strangers of whose impartiality he 
can know nothing. 

Tue Trrevuxg prints in another column an 
editorial from the Brooklyn Hagle taking 
strong ground against the deportation of Mr. 
Dana. Its proprietor, St. Clair McKel way, is 
a Director of the Associated Press. Mr. 
Dana is the ruling spirit of the United Press, 
and the two organizations are by no means on 
friendly terms. The person who is claimed 
to have been libeled is himself a member of 
the Associated Press, Nevertheless, Mr. Mc- 
Kelway and many others prominently identi- 
fied with that organization have united in 
taking the ground that it would be subversive 
of personal liberty and a violation of const 
tutional guarantees to allow a Washingtén 
grand jury to indict the citizens of the United 
States at will, no matter where they live or 
their alleged offenses. may have been com- 
mitted. 


INVESTIGATING THE WEST. PARK BOARD. 

The House Committee on Parks and Boule- 
vards has appointed a subcommitted to in- 
vestigate the management of the West parks. 
It is the opinion of some of the members of 
the com mittee that that management has not 
been flawless. There is reason to believe that 
opinion is correct so far as the acmons of the 
majority of the board first appointed by Gov. 
Altgeld are concerned, That majority had 
the spending of a great deal of money and it 
appears to have disbursed it unwisely and ex- 
travagantly. It also dabbled iu partisan poli- 
tics altogether too much. 

The board as at present constituted is not 
open to the charges which may be brought 
against its predecessor. It ie trying to per- 
form its duties faithfully. But like all other 
boards it fancies that if it had more money to 
spend it could doa great deal more for the 
public, » It would like to make a great many 
improvements speedily, and since it thinks 
those improvements are desirable—ag they 
doubtless are in themselves—it does not see 
why the taxpayer should not supply the 
money forthwith with which to make them. 

That is why the board has asked the Legis- 
lature for authority to issue bonds to the 
amount of $900,000 and to levy an addi. 
tional 2-mill tax. In itself this additional 
tat may seem very small, but it is the last 
atraw that breaks the camei’s back. The tex- 


} Payers of the West Town are paying at the

That can 
be done with ease while investigating the con- 
duct of the old board, If the people do not 
want these bills passed then the committee 
should report adversely on them and not tar 
the residents of the town against their will 
for improvefhents which, while they are de- 
sirable, can wait till times get better. 


CIVILIZATION AND BRAINS, 

The question is raised if the processes of 
our latter day civilization do not involve a 
deterioration of the human brain. Of course 
the point is made with reference to the brain 
of the average individda!l, not to those of the 
comparatively few whose minds have devel- 
oped the improvements which distinguish this 
generation from those of long past ages. The 
question is dealt with by the Hon. G. Hilton 
Scribner in Popular Science, who essays to 
explain the large cranial capacities of the 
oldest known humana skulls by.stating that in 
the savage state every man had to think for 
himself or yield up his separate existence in 
conflict with the forces opposed to him. He 
was compelled to employ to thé utmost the 
powers of his mind. He had to know the dis- 
position, traits, habits, methods of defense 
and attack, and everything else that was know- 
able about all the lower animals that lived 
near him, besides being obliged to know all 
about trees, shrubs, and other members of 
the vegetable kingdom that were of use to him 
in acquiring a subsistence. He was obliged 
to be quick in observation, instant in de- 
cision, and speedy in execution. He could 
not depend wholly upon his experience in one 
emergency to guide him*in another which 
was not like it. He had to depend on the re- 
sources of his mind instead of acting like the 
armed animals, which repeat the same tactics 
continually and depend on celerity and force. 
And the demand for this mind work must 
have been answered by increased size as well 
as complexity of the brain, 

The writer hoids that civilization, especial- 
ly within tne last fifty years, has discontinued 
the demand upon brain activity. The division 
of labor and the introduction of automatic 
machinery have made automatons of men. 
The artisan of today feeds a machine, knows 
how to feed only that one, and is not required 
to think, much less to do emergency think- 
ing. Heisnot permitted to guard himself 
against enemies, may not decide for 
himself the hours he shall work, the wages for 
which he shall work, nor even the kind of 
work he willdo. He therefore has no use for 
his brain, not as much as was necessary for 
the plantation elave. The brains of 
the manual laborers, salesclerks, and of 
all who are under the iron systems 
of present employment must deterio- 
rate, first in complexity, and then in 
capacity. Another bad effect of the disap- 
pearance of the necessity for employing the 
brain arises from the fact that it has acquired 
large and varied capacities for work and seeks 
exercise. Having nothing to do during the 
period of its decadence it does mischief. 
Hence the general unrest, the foolish and 
really destructive socialistic and (non) 
economic theories which are so prevalent 
among the toilmg masses. These people 
clamor for policies and so-called principles 
which only a little logical thinking would con- 
vince them are most injurious to themselves. 
But their reasoning powers being unused they 
cannot operate with ordinary common sense, 
and the people become the victims of unprinci- 
pled schemers and of dangerous demagogues. 
Should the anarchistic theories prevail they 
would speedily become self-exterminative. 
Should the socialistic theories prevail they 
would become herds of human cattle. 

This is interesting. Butisita correct way 
of looking at the subject? The merely 
manual laborers are far from constituting the 
great mass of humanity, and all the rest have 
to think, and think hard. With them the 
problem of maintaining existence is a highly 
complicated one, and it taxes all their mental 
energies to achieve a satisfactory solution. 
Life is still a battle. The average human 
being may not have to fight with wild beasts, 
or fear bodily death at the hands of the next 
man he meets, but he can only gain at the 
cost of bemg continually on the alert, 
or keep what he has got by being vigilant. 
In both cases he must be prepared to 
meet new issues as they arise or give 
way in the competition with others who suc- 
cessfully assert their right to survive. Even 
for the merely mechanical toilers it cannot 
be truthfuily alleged that they have no use 
for their brains. It requires thought to avoid 
accident, loss of position by inattention, and 
lowering of esteem among his fellows by out- 
raging their common sense of propriety. The 
merest toiler owes duties to the family insti- 
tution which the savage did not dream of, 
duties to the law that require the use of in- 
telligent information to avoid trouble, and 
often he owes duty to a church which puts 
him on a far higher plane of thought than 
could be attained in the savage state. Look- 
ing at all these requirements for mental exer- 
tion one well may doubt the conclusion that 
even the merely mechanical toiler of today 
is sheering off towards a lower order of 
brain capacity, while for the majority of civ- 
ilized human beings the tendency must be 
decidedly in the other direction. The student 
of natural acience is working towards an ex- 
pansion of brain power and capacity, the 
number of students is being increased at a 
rapid rate, aud the educational processes 
themselves are undergoing improvement in 
the important particular that they now are in- 
tended to heip people to think instead of 
merely memorizing statements heard from 
the lips of the teacher or read from the text- 
book, We may expect that some individuals 
will deteriorate, but neither is there any real 
occasion to doubt that the average man has 
to be vastiy improved by the processes of civ- 
ilization from his present mental status and 
capacity. 
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THE PIANO FIEND, 

The piano fiend has been a well-known 
nuisance in every neighborhood since pianos 
were invented, but in these days of thinly 
partitioned flata the fiend has raged with in- 
creased violence as well as virulence. Now 
and then one is found whose performances 
superinduce the largest degree of exaspera- 
tion and who apparently takes the highest 
delight in exhibiting hie or her fiendishness 
because there is no way known of suppress- 
ing the exhibition. One of this kind has bees 
found in New York City, a Mrs, Dr. Prieden- 
berg. The victim is Judge Martine, her next- 
door neighbor, who is separated from the 
instrument of torture by a wall only eight 
inches thick. It happens that the Judge is 
very ill and is consequently in a poor condi. 
tion to endure the thumping on the 
plane and the stentorian voice of the singer, 
which are up every night inte the email 
hours, The Judge's physician remonstrated 
in vain with Mr. and Mrs. Friedenberg. The 
latter replied: “I am queen of my own 
house and want ne outside interference.” The 
former addei;: “ My wife can play as much 
as she chooses, She is a student and playing 
is one of her .” When informed 
that the noise might be serious in its effects 
upon the Judge the doer was vigorously 
slammed in the doctor's face. 
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stentorian singing were still going on and the 
Judge’s condition was reported as precarious. 
The Judge’s wife says that if the playing 
wore tolerable they would not mind it 
so much, but “ it sounds like the thumping 
ofa brick on a tin pan, which is the way 
the piano fiend, when in its worst estate, al- 
ways plays. As to the singing she likens it to 
‘the roaring of a bull.” Admitting that the 
Judge and his wife may be prejudiced and that 
they may possibly exaggerate the noise, still 
they will command the sympathies of a com- 
munity nearly every member of which at 
one time or another has been the victim 
of the piano fiend. In a thoroughly regulated 
community fiends of this class would be 
estopped. Laws would be passed regulating 
the number of persons who should be allowed 
to thump and a maximum degree of 
thumping would be fixed, transgression 
of which would be followed by confiscation of 
the instrument for the first offense and the 
death of the thumpers for the second. Laws 


y also would be passed reducmmg the number of 


persons who should be allowed to play at all. 
regulating the number of pianos to be turned 
out by a given factory, and also specia!ly de- 
fining the methods of teachers who are re- 
sponsible for turning the piano fiends loose 
upon the suffering community. Considering 
that one is not allowed to shy bootjacks at 
them as he does at cats when they are making 
similarly objectionable music and that he can- 
not pay the fiend to move on to the next neigh- 
borhood as he does the organ-grinder it would 
seem that the victim ought to have the pro- 
tection of some kind of prohibitory legisla- 
tion. In this particular case it is to be hoped 
the Judge will get well and that when he does 
get wellhe will geteven with the fiend by 
setting up a pair of kettle drums and a brace 
of gongs, upon which he and his wife can pro- 
ceed to play fortissimo et crescendo et ad 
libttwm whenever the fiend breaks loose, It 
is a rough remedy, but it will prove the only 
effective one.

THE PLEBEIAN PEANUT. 

The plebeian peanut, which rejoices in such 
other homely names as earthnut, groundnut, 
ground pea, goober, and pindar, has assumed 
a new dignity, having recently been honored 
as the subject of a special report by one of 
the experiment officers of the National De- 
partment of Agriculture. The report cor- 
rects some prevalent mistakes as to this little 
article of consumption, gives astonishing 
statistics as to its value asa food product, 
and presents many interesting facts as to its 
uses, 

It is pleasant to be informed, first of all, 
that the peanut is nota nut at all, but a pea, 
and that its shell is not a shell, but a pod. It 
is also well to know that while cotton, Indian 
corn, potatoes, and tobacco have usually been 
considered the four plants of commercial im- 
portance which America has given to the 
world, the peanut must be added, as the 
weight of authority fixes its birthplace in 
Brazil. The ¢rop has become of primary im- | 
portance since 1866, and Virginia, N orth | 
Carolina, and Tennessee produce the largest 
part of it. There are seven varieties cultivat- 
ei, some of them bunch and some running 
vines. The yield of this underground pea is 
astonishing and the amount consumed is a 
testimonial*to its popularity. The yearly pro- 
duction here is about 4.000,000 bushels of 
22 pounds, which supply the present demand 
in this country. This, however, is but a small 
portion of the world’s crop. The exportation 
from Africa and India to Europein 1892 
amounted to nearly 400,000,000 pounds. 
The crop of the world may be safely estimated 
at 600,000,000 pounds, 

Tho value of the homely little ground pea, 
however, becomes especially apparent when 
its uses are considered, It is sorted in the 
factory into four grades, the first, second, and 
third being sold to venders of the roasted 
peanut, either directly or through jobbing 
houses. The fourth grade is sold to confec- 
tioners, and after their manipulation reap- 
pears as peanut candy, burnt almonds, and in 
cheaper grades of chocolates. The report says 
in this connection: “ The extent of the use 
of the peanut by the American people will be 
more fully appreciated when it is remem- 
bered that they use 4,000,000 bushels of nuts 
yearly (ata cést to the consumers of $10,- 
000,000) which do not form a part of the 
regular articles of food but are eaten at odd 
times.”” The planter uses the nut as a fattener 
for his hogs and the vine as peanut hay for his 
stock, and the feeding value is iticreased 
when some of the nuts are cured and fed 
with the hay. Millions of bushels are used in 
the Old World for the production of oil, which 
is regarded as equal to olive oil. In fact, 
great quantities are used, unknown to the 
consumer, instead of the latter, Marseilles 
alone taking 220,000,000 peunds a year for 
the making of alleged olive oil. In India; Eu- 
rope, Brazil, and this country the oil is used 
medicinally. Itis employed by manufact- 
urers in fulling cloth. [t makes a good light- 
ing fluid, and is largely used in the manu 
facture of soap and as a lubricant in machine 
shops. The oil cake is used in Germany for 
fattening cattle and sheep. Itis pronounced 
an excellent cattle food, A grade known as 
“peanut meal” ig made by grindimg the 
hulls, immature peanuts, and those of 
inferior grades and a certain quantity 
of sound nuts mixed with other ingredients, 
The residue, known as “ peanut cake,’’ makes 
good soup, griddie cakes, muffins, etc., and is 
one of the most nutritive foods for human as 
well as animal consumption. The report says: 
‘‘ Although the experiment made with peanut 
meal and biscuits as food for the German 
army was not so successful as to induce the 
authorities to adopt it as a part of the rations, 
still analysis has shown conclusively that it is 
a most nourishing food for an, and as com- 
pared with other well-known forms of vegeta- 
ble and animal’ food it has a high nutritive 
value.” From all of which it appears that 
this little nut or pea, which hitherto has been 
looked down upon as the stock in trade of the 
street corner vender, the food of the gallery 
god, and the luxury of the circus, has other 
and higher uses and is one of the important 
staples of commerce and plays a dignified 
and useful partin the economy of man and 
beast.

Tum recent step taken by the University of 
Chicago in adding a chair of statistics to its 
curriculum and cailing a distinguished pro- 
fessor from Johns Hopkins University to fill 
it was a wise move in the extension of its edu- 
cational scheme, There is hardly any other 
field of knowledge more worth cultivation 
than that of statistics, nor one which in the 
hands of an expert will yield more useful re- 
sults, The old adage that figures will not lie 
is not a correct statement: at least it is nota 
whole truth, In the hands of a man who 
knows how to use them they will not 
lie, but in the hands of a man who is not an 
expert they are frequently deceptive. In the 
forward movement of the world statistics 
have come to play an important part in the 
settlement of problems of all kinds as 
well as in the decisions on important ques 
tions and in the impetus given to useful re- 
forms. The statistical table in the hands of 
an expert is a court of last resort and its de- 
cisions do not admit of question. Mulhall to- 
day is the universal reference and that large 
volume of figures is held as the universal au- 
thority. The value of the new professorship 
at the university therefore will largely con- 
sist in teaching the uses of these statistics, 
especially in their application to political, 
commercial, industrial, and economic ques- 
tions. — 


Tus Connecticut Legislature has been do- 
ing some good work of late. One day it 
knocked out the silly theater hat bill, and the 
next day it made the excellent law that the 
penalty for docking a horse’s tail shall be a 
year in jail or a fine of $300. Its greatest 
work, however, has been the passage of a bill 
repealing the old Blue laws respecting Sabbath 
breaking.

“ A Ballad of a Nun”; and he is destined to 
hear it tuken up again before the poem has 
drawn to an end. 
But soon her fire to ashes burned; 
Her beauty changed to haggardness; 
Her golden hair to silver turned; 
The hour came of her iast caress. 


At midnight from ber lonely bed 
he rose, and said, “I have had my will.” 
The old ragged robe she donned, aad fied 
Back to the convent on the hill. 

The renegade nun, looking like a she wolf, 
goes back expecting to be immured alive as 
the penalty of her sin, and feeling that she has 
deserved it. And the poem ends as follows: 

The wardress raised her honceshy : 

She touched her wet and fast-shut eyes: 
“ Look, sister; sister, look at me; 
Look, can you see through my disguise?” 


She looked and saw her own sad face, 
And trembled wondering, “ Who art thou?” 
“ God sent ms down to fill your place— 
1 am the Virgin Mary now.” 


And with the word, God's mother shone: 


DAVIDSON. 


The wanderer whispered, ‘* Mary, hail!’ 
The vision helped her to put on 
Bracelet and fiilet, ring and veil. 


“ You are sister to the mountains now, 
And sister to the day and night; 
Sister to God.” And on the brow 
She kissed her thrice, and left her sight. 


While dreaming on her cloudy bed,

Such is the poem. A superb plea it 1s for a 
wider life, a completer life, the lesson lying 
in the virgin’s message. 

You are sister to the mountains how 
And sister to the day and night; 
Sister to God. 

The legend does not belong to John David- 
son unless he has made it his by masterly 
treatment. Thestory may have been often 
told by other poets before his time, but by no 
one so finely and by no one with such a dar- 
ing of interpretation. The same story—in 
entire substance the same—has been told by 
Adelaide A. Proctor, daughter of “ Barry 
Cornwull,” who wroté in the earlier 
haif of the present century in England. 
She told the same affecting tale in rhyming 

ntameter lines under the title of “A 

gend of Provence.”’ As in John Davidson’s 
verse, which was written forty years after- 
ward, the nun leaves the convent, seeks the 
life of the city, beComes weaned of the life of 
sin, and returns to her convent home. There 
she finds that the Virgin Mary has filled her 
place during the absence, and now relin- 
quishes it. But let Miss Proctor tell her own 
climax: 
The beggar tried to thank her as she lay, 


_And heard the echoing footsteps die away. 


But whatsoft voice waS.that which sounded 


near, 
And stirred stra trouble in her heart to hear? 
She ee her head: she saw—she seemed 
now— 
A face that came from long, long years ago: 
Herself; yet not as when she fled away, 
The young and bloeming novice, fair and gay, 
But a grave woman, gentile and serene: 
The outcast knew it—what she might have been. 
But, as she gazed and gazed, a radiance bright 
Filled ail the place with strange and sudden 
light; 
The nun was there no longer, but instead, 
A figure with a circle round its head. 
A ring of glory; and a face so meek, 
So soft, sotender. . . . Angelia oe cahagyt pom 
And ——- her hands out, crying: “Mary 
mi 
Mother of mercy, help me !—help your child!” 
And Mary answered: *‘From thy bitter past, 
Welcome, my child! O, welcome home at last! 
I filled thy piace, Thy flight is known to none, 
For all thy daily duties I have done; 
Gathered thy flowers, and prayed, and sung, and 


slept; 
Diet hes not know, poor child, thy place was 
e 
Kind beasts are here; yet would the tenderest 


one 
Have limits to its merey ; God has none, 
And man’s forgiveness may be true and sweet, 
But yet he stoops to give it. More complete 
ve lays forgiveness at thy feet, 
And pleads with thee to raise it. Only heaven 
Means crowned, not vanquished, when it says: 
‘Forgiven!’ ”’ 

Here then is the same story toid with nearly 
half a century between the two poets who re- 
late it—one a devout woman, who makes it 
to point a moral of heavenly forgiveness; the 
other a free-thinking poet of today, making 
the humanity in the old legend appeal power- 
fully to the humanity that leaps up to meet it 
in every human heart. Though these two 
poems have the same theme they 
are nevertheless as far apart asare the poles 
asundef, and it is not one’s object to bring 
any eharge of pl rism against the new 
and brilliant Scottish poet (for one. regards 
his rendering as immeasurably the greater of 
the two); but to show how the believing 
the unbelieving mind may find diametrically 
opposite lessons in the same fable.

Alphonse Daudet 


HEN the great French poet (writes 
a Paris correspondent to Tas Sux- 
pay Trisunz), Lamartine, wrote 
: that “ France needed air,” he most 
assuredly did not have his fellow-writers in 
mind, Being a politician as well as a poet— 
such beings have existed in this strange nine- 
teenth ceatury—history teaches us that he 
was alluding to the colonial expansion of his 
country. Be this as it may, the novelists of 
the present day, whose works are published in 
glorious editions de luxe, whilst Lamartine’s 
poems are only procurable on the commonest 
paper and in the cheapest bindings imagine- 
ble—and are none the worse for this sad treat- 
ment—the French novelists of the present 
day have taken him somewhat literally and 
y are breathing the much-needed air in differ- 
ent parts of the globe. Bourget, as all the 
world knows, has been to America, and 
seems to have inhaled more than 
he has been able to digest. Zola,’ 
after visiting Rome and coming into 
contact with the King of Italy, instead of the 
Pope, whom he expressly set out to see, is 
busy at work on a book that the Vatican has 
placed “A l’index,”’ before the leader of the 
Naturalists has penned half a dozen of the 
opening chapters. And so, he told us not 
many weeks ago, he is most seriously think.

And Daudet pointed to his leg, which was 
bandaged up and reposing on a pretty tapes- 
try stool. The celebrated romancier suffers 
from rheumatism andatouch of gout, But 
on his handsome face not a trace of the pain 
is to be detected. His features are as smooth 
as tne silk velvet of his working jacket; and 
as he passes his hands through his leonine 
locks in most unaffected manner one detects 
the determined look of the eye secreted be- 
hind the huge ‘“monocle.”’” The pale light 
that filters through the stained windows of 
the master’s study in the Rue de Bellechasse 
gives a poetic touch to the beautiful carved 
oak furniture, the pottery, and the many 
knickknacks which lie in strange disorder all 
over theroom. As the author pauses, one no- 
tices all this, and also that the room, although 
decoruted with many a classical piece of 
work, is not museum-like, but very tastelul 
and Parisian, And one divines the con- 
tinual presence, although absent on this oc- 
casion, of the partner of bis life, Mme, Dau- 
det, who has assisted the romancier in more 
than one of his novels.

I 
ain no longer of an age when one can accept 
two or three invitations the same evening. I 
am no longer a young man.” 

A knock on the door and a man servant an- 
nounces the visitof M, Baptiste Bonnet, the 
Provencal peasant et, recently ‘“‘discov- 
ered’ by Daudet introduced by him to 
the Parisian world of letters, 

“M, Baptiste Bonnet.—The co nd- 
ent of Tux caco Trisuns.” And the 
introduction over Daudet leaned back in 
his comfortable armchair and said: 

**To change the conversation from travel 
to something that interests me immensely at 
the present moment. Ip your American let- 
ters you will oblige me by mentioning M. 
Bonnet’s new work, “Vie d’Enfant,”’ 
written in pute Provencal and that I am 
translating into French.” 

The prose writer of the langued’oc smiled 
at his benefactor, at Alphonse Daudet, who, 
following in the footsteps of George Sand, 
who took so much interest in old ‘Vices’, 
the Saint Simonian songster, has saved him 
from misery to the glory of modern French 
literature. Bonnet’s tale is not a long one, 
but it is sufficiently sad. Until the age of 20 
he was a plowboy and worked in the fields 
and did not know how to read or write, One 
day when the land that belonged tc his fam- 
liy became insufficient for all of them to live 
upon he was compelied to leave his home in 
Provence and seek a livelihood in Paris, He 
had a very hard time of it in the capital. And 
when Daudet wrote him to call he dared not 
present himself, for, as he himself relates, 
“his clothes were torn, his boots full of 
holes, his wife ill in bed, and his little daugh- 
ter crying’for bread,”’ When Daudet learned 


} all this tears fell from his eyes and he filled 


his countryman’s hands with money, This is 
how, thanks to Daudet, Borinet did not 
starve and France is able to count another 
poet and prose writer worthy of a place be- 
side Wédéri, Mistral, Jasmin, Reboul, and 
Charles Poncey,

Our Committee, when it met on March 1st, found itself confronted with an under- 
taking of herculean proportions. 4,286 stories in prose and 348 in verse had been 
entered for competition, including many letters which merely suggested 4 name. All: 
stories arriving later than March ist were necessarily barred, as to have permitted 
them to enter would have been manifestly unfair to those persons who rushed their 
stories out in time to comply with the rules. 

fe As prose stories were desired, all stories in rhyme or blank verse were eliminated. 
The first reading showed there to be 686 “ Afternoon” and other “Teas,” the names and 
text of the majority of which were as alike as “two peas in a pod,” therefore all “ Teas’ 
were barred. This left 3,600 stories for a second reading. The second reading reduced 
the number to 867, the third reading to 342, the fourth to 141, the fifth to 48, and then 
the first and second prize stories were selected, unanimously. The third prize story 
could only be selected by popular vote of the committee. The third ballot resulted in 
the above decision. The Committee sincerely regretted that there were but three prizes 
to be awarded, as the 48 left for the last reading were all of very exceptional merit.

TERMS OF THE LOOP AGREEMENT, 


Elevated Katirord Companies Agree to 
Pay $67,500 a Year Rental. 


The promoters of tne Union loop scheme and 
the officials of the various elevated railroad com- 
panies have kept a profound secret the terms of 
the agreement between the Loop company and 
the elevated companiss. Any calculations which 
have heretofore been made on the advantage to 
the elevated railroads of the construction 
of the loop have been nothing more 
than «uesses because the particulars of 
the arrangement between the various 
companies have been unknown. It can for the 
first time be stated now on excelle nt authority 
that the four elevated railroad companies have 
each agreed to pay $67,590 4 year for the use of 
the terminal, or a total of $270,000. This is at 
the rate of 5 per cent on $5,400,000. Each road 
is to pay the same, regardless of the mileage or 
the number of passengers it carries. This 
affords a basis for some calculation regarding 
the advantages which tho elevated roads 
will receive from the loop. Each road’s 
propornen of charges will be equal to $1864 

ay. It will be necessary to carry 8,720 pas 
sengers a day to meet that increase in the fixed 
charges, and it wiil of course necessary to 
carry an additional numberof passengers to meet 
the operating expenses of the trains running 
around the loop. No one will doubt probab! 
that the improved facilities which the loop wil 


therefore easy to see how who 

faith in the advantage of a 

town terminal can  caiculate that 
increased business will be vastly in excess 
of the increased charges. At the same time it 
can be seen that there is great profit in this enter- 
prise for a loop company. The cost of the con- 
struction of the loop wiil, of course, be nowhere 
near $5,400,000, and probably little if any over 
$2.000.000 will be required to erect the struct- 
ure, It may necessary to in some cases buy 
the consent of property-owners in order to get 
permission to build the road, although the pro- 
moters claim that absolutely nothing will be paid 
to property-owners, It really looks like a dea! in 
whieh there is large profit to be had by the par- 
ties to each side of it. 

Reports which have been circulated concerning

One explanation of the rapid and peaceful 
conversion of Ireland was the unerring in- 
stinct that led the evangelist straight to the 
seats of the provincial Ki Thus the strong. 
hold of paganism at Tara fell before .the new 
faith. So he crossed the Shannon and en- 
tered Cruachain, the ancient capital of Con- 
naught. This is in what is now known as 
Roscommon County, where “The O’Connor 
Don’ has his seat. Even now thé mounds 
and ridges of the old rath of the Heremonian 
Kings may be clearly traced. Here the great 
Queen Meare held sway: from here Ferdiad, 
her knight, went out to be slain by Cuchullin. 
Farther down the river the ford of the Shan- 
non was guarded for ages at the present town 
of Athlone. Within sight of all these the 
seven churches and schools of Clopmacnoise 
rose and reigned. 

Clonmacnoise, * the secluded getreat of the 
gons of nobles.”” The foundatiots of the place 
are not ascribed to St. Patrick, but the whole 
region was quickened by his fiery zeal. Kings 
and Princes were brought tu the sacred pre- 
cincts for burial. It was amazingly enriched 
by gifts so that the bishopric was more wealthy 
mel powerful than a kingdom. 

The spots specially biessed in Connaught by 
acts of the saint are lonely remote, The 
Wood of Fochlut is away the north of 
County Mayo, near Killala Bay. It is still a 
wood and bears the same name. A sacred 
stillneas broods forever in the place where the 
missionary is said to have met the two sisters, 
who had called him in a vision, baptized and 
buried them. There they lie undisturbed. No 
church marks the spot, but the peasantry go 
there to meditate and pray. 


The other place held in veneration is also in 
County Mayo—Croag Patrick, Patrick’s 
Mountain—oz whose summit the saint fasted 
and prayed like Moses for.forty days and 
nights and was beset by the defhons and pow- 
ers of darxness. ina long range Croag Pat- 
rick is the loftiest peak on Achiai Sound, with 
its top hidden by the clouds. A holy well is 
at its base, from which the mountain rises 
with a bold sweep. On the outer side it is 
washed by the Atlantic and its cone is shroud- 
ed in mists and clouds, Near the holy well 
stands a little church with ivy ¢overed gables.

- Patrick’s Cathedral, therefore, dates 
back 1,447 years since the saint struck the 
ground with a crozier and ordained that a 
church should be built on the spot. All tour- 
ists visit it, though it stands in the middie of 
the older part of the town, with low, narrow 
streets and alleys around it, . It is in a wretch. 
ed state of repair, unless, indeed, it has been 
restored again. The present structure is 700 
= old, half as old as the Archbishopric. 
tis not beautiful, even in its state of semi- 
ruin, but it has always been renowned for tne 
sweetness of its music, owing to some pecul- 
iar construction of the choir that seems filled 
with a sound as of angels chanting anthems 
far away in the resounding vaults of heaven. 
Yet from this cathedral, with its cumber. 
some spire of granite, its tower of blue lime- 
stone, additions and substractions, this un- 
beautiful pile of nondescript architecture,

been obeyed throughout Ireland except at 
Armagh. Clonmacnoise and Cashel bowed 
to the Primate of Ireland in Dublin and then 
bent the knee to the Primate of ail Ireland in 
Armagh. 

** And there were idols in Cashel and they 
were found prostrate on the morning of St. 
Pattick’s arrival.”’ So reads the old legend. 
Fifty years before he had crossed the great 
plain of Munster—a fugitive on his way to 
Bantry Bay. Perchance he had slept within 
call of this ancient seat of the Kings on the 
Rock of Cashel, At any rate it was marked 
for his owa, because it represented the powers 
of Princes and Paganisin. When his work 
was done antong the chieftains of Leinster 
the evangelist stimulated the church building 
of the Boyne Valley and then turned toward 


Cashel. 

Like the ‘‘ conspicuous hill” of Tara, the 
Rock of Cashel stoodin a wide pldéin an 
could be seen at a great distance from all 
sides. Whether its summit was crowned at that 
time with palaces or notis not known. It 
was the gathering place of the Munster chiefs, 
the place of coronation. both before and after. 
Subsequent to St. Patrick the King was or- 
dained with a crozier. 

Such was the result of his mission. 
Whether the idols lay prostrate or not, the 
mighty of the earth did, pnd the Kings of 
ee wielded a spi “9 as well a3 a 

power: pr f Bishop 
of Cashel, The rom ye a oy 6 oh 
midway between Limerick on the west and 
Waterford on the .south, in Tipperary. Its 
summit is now crowned by the most splendid 
ecclesiastical ruins in the world, All others 
fade into insignificance beside that massive 
and beautiful pile that has excited the ad- 
miration of travelers from all over the globe. 

On the south side of the cathedral near the 

teway is a rudely sculptured figure of St. 
Patrick, which stands on a rude pedestal. 
Little hollows are worn in the stone which 
the antiauarian guide points out &s places 
made by the heaps of gold that used to be laid 
at the feet of the effigy. Above the spire 
springs the. round tower of the Pagan period, 
built of freestone, while the church edifices 
are all of limestone. Crypts and choir, 
transept and nave, cloister and college, they 
stand in beautiful array. A Gothic window 
here, a Norman arch there,a Roman battle- 
mented wall, a Saxon gable, a row of Corinth- 
ian pillars, yet all so harmonious as if the 
great pile, which took centuries in the build- 
ing, was directed by.one master hand each,

And there it remains, a beautiful ruin, more

, Limerick yg in memorials, St. Pat- 
rick’s Church and well, some three miles 
from the city, are. referred directly to the 
saint, as is also the Church of Ard-Patrick in 
the Barony of Coshlea. The region of Kil- 
larney was visited By him, and the lakes be- 
came celebrated as much for their holy men 
of learning as for their beauty. Bantry Bay 
is a place of pilgrimage, and it is blessed with 
the special blessing of “sand under the 
ships.” It is the safest harbor and most tran- 
quil water on all the rocky, storm-beaten 
coast of Kerry.

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How Six Revolutionists 
T. PATRICK’S feast day will be cele- 
brated today with as much enthusiasm 
as it was in 1795, or, for that matter, 
1095. Hope springs eternal in te 
Gaelic heart and never withers—per- 
haps that accounts for the national colors— 
and this year the prospects of home rule will 
be discussed over a thousand boards as hope- 
fully as of yore; the glories ‘of Erin’s past, 
the bravery of her sons, will be rehearsed and 
greeted with warmer applause than if St. 
Patrick’s day were a brand new holiday. 

And, no doubt, again will be told that tale 
of adventure that never fails to thrill the 
hearers—the tale of six Fenians, amd how 
$30,000 was spent in them from 
prison in Australia. Many little incidents 
have occurred of late to renew interest in the 
etory. - 

The rescued Have never done anything very 
remarkable since they landed in the home of 
the free and the brave. As much cannot be 
said about the men who planned and executed 
the daring scheme. The actors in that serious 
drama have been before the publicin a sort 
of after-piece of late, the chief conspirator as 
a reformer, another star shining in the wit- 
ness box, a third witha knife up his sleeve 
for the C. C,, and a fourth running fora seat 
in the New Jersey Legislature and making 
good time about it, too. 

A letter from James McNally Wilson, aided 
and abetted by John W. Golf, Recorder of 
New York, resulted in the sailing from New 
Bedford Harbor, April 20, .1875, of the 
whaler Catalpa, which a year iater rescued the 
six Fenians and brought them safely to New 
York Harbor. 

These six men were Michael Harr 
Thomas Darragh, James McNally Wilson, 
Martin Joseph Hogan, Robert Cranston, and 
Thomas Henry Hassett. Like John Boyle 
O'Reilly, who escaped from Australia in an 
open boat and was afterward , picked. up by 
the Gazelle and taken to Philadelphia, these 
men had enlisted in the British army. , 
spread revolutionary sentiments among her 

ajesty’s soldiers, and when the revolution: 
of 1865 seemed about to come off. they de- 
serted. The revolution was only another 
fizzle, like many attempts of the kind in Ire- 
land. Enthusiasm and patriotism there seem 
alwaysin plenty, but, lacking coolheaded- 
ness, great executives as leaders, and prompti- 
tude and harmony, the revolts have resulted 
—_ in the ruin of those who took part in 
them. 

Together with many others these six were 

captured, tried, and sentenced to life impris- 
onment. After being moved about from 
prison to prison they were finally transported 
to Freemantle, Australia. ‘The British Gov- 
ernment afterward irsued an amnesty to 
many prisoners engaged in the revolution, 
but good care was taken that the pardon did 
not apply to any who had-been leaders in the 
trouble. 
* Then in some mysterious way Wilson got a 
letter to his friends in New York. Little was 
said in the communication, because Wilson 
feared it would fall into the wrong hands, but 
the little there was fired the Clan-na-Gael to 
such purpose that within a year $30,000 had 
been conttibuted and plans laid for the rescue 
of the prisoners.

Vessel and Captain Chosen. 


The Catalpa of Gloucester was chosen as a 
suitable vessel, She. was then lying in’ New 
Bedtord harbor, and $21,000 was spent in 
buying and fitting her out. She was changed’ 
from a merchant vessel to a whaler and. 
brought to New York, Of the twenty-four 
men comprisiag her crew only half a dozen 
could speak English. Capt. John An- 
thony was engaged to saii the ship, and 
it was not until the vessel was several’ 
miles outon an ostensible whaling rere 
that he was informed of the real obj of th 
cruise and his assistance asked. He agreed to 
the plan and cruised awhile in North Atlan 
waters to avoid arousing the suspicions of the 
crew. She reached the Azores on Oct. 20 
1875, with the oil of 210 ‘whales. The oil 
was shipped home and the ship proceeded to 
Teneriffe,
